hurtled over the entire area dur- 
ing the week end started new 
bla2es with lightning 
flashes, 


cringing the situation in Mon- 
tana, central Idahoi and eastern 
Washington, to the most critical 
point this season. Major fires 
were sweeping through : mer- 
chantable timoer in the Selway, 
Pend d'OreiUe, Nez Perce, Clear- 
tvater and Kooskia in Idaho, the 
iSlackfoot, Missoula and Butte 
forests in Montana and the Col- 
ville region and Kaniksu forest 
of Washington. Official estimates 
on the amount of timber des- 
troyed were lacking, but reports 
from the scores of fronts indicat- 
ed that several hundred thous- 
and acres had been burned. 


In the central Idaho region, 


where the Bald mountain and 
Old Man Creek fires have swept 
nearly 50,000 acres, fighters tore 
a leaf from the book of the army 
and -were carrying their ration:- 
on their backs as they fought. 
The isolation of the region, pre- 
cluding the travel of supply 
trains, coupled with the neces- 
sary mobility of the 
fighters, 


made -mess dispensaries" rare.

Dr. Hastings H. Hart, consultant on penology 


to the Russell Sage Foundation, believes that so- 
ciety brought these prison rebellions on itself, 
by the way it has tried to tighten the net about 
the criminal. 


"The recent rebellions," he says, "are traceable 


directly to cruel overcrowding, poor feeding, vio- 
lent increases of the length and severity of sen- 
tences, withdrawal of the long-established prac- 
tice of reducing time served in consideration of 
good conduct, the sharp curtailment of the 
granting of paroles—and, above all, the restora- 
tion of the ancient inscription above the prison 
gates: 'Abandon hope, all ye who enter here.'" 


State after state has pased laws providing for 


life imprisonment for fourth offenders. 
With 


these laws have gone laws restricting the grant- 
ing of paroles and imposing stiffer penalties for 
second and first offenses. The lot of the crim- 
inal, once he is convicted, is undeniably harder 
than it was a few years ago; and it may be that 
this is largely responsible for the recent out- 
breaks. 


That would not be so bad if our crime condi- 


tions had improved. But they have not. We 
still have as many murders, as many hold-ups, 
as many forgeries as we had before. Increased 
severity does not seem to have helped. 


Stiff sentences are all right, but the main 


need is for improved police and court procedure 
that will make punishment more certain. Until 
"we get that, our stricter penal codes _will not 
only result in sullen rebellions like those at Clin-. 
ton and Auburn.

In the British museum there is an ancient 


Egyptian papyrus, written in the second century 
B. C. by an Egyptian boy to his father. It reads 
as follows: 


"Theonas to his father, Theon—greeting; if 


you won't take me with you to Alexandria, I 
•won't write you a letter or speak to you. Mother 
said to Archelaus, 'He upsets me. Take him • 
away.' .So send for me, I implore yon. If you 
do not, I won't eat, I won't drink.

There you have a typical letter from a petu-

Alexandria, no 
doubt, was a regular Egyptian New York, filled 
with shops, factories, theatres, drinking shops 
and similar spectacles. No doubt it was the goal

1930 by-elections ap- 


proach. 


Another original Hoover man— 


Claudius H. Huston of Tennessee 
—will be elected chairman 
ol 


the republican national commit- 
tee at the meeting of that body 
here September 9, and it is re- 
garded as certain the national 
committeeman to be selected f 01 
the state of Georgia "will be a 
Hoover supporter of long stand- 
ing. 


Huston will succeed Dr. Hubert 


Work, who retires to private life 
after refusing an ambassador- 
ship and after nearly eight years 
of service in the cabinet and a 
year and more as chairman of 
the national committee. 


Work was the first of the Cool- 


idge cabinet openly to support 
Hoover's candidacy for the presi- 
dential nomination, and unques- 
tionably that fact entered: into 
his selection as director of the 
campaign in which Hoover was 
swept into the White House by 
an unprecedented majority of 
the electoral college. 


But it is not alone in the affairs 


of the national committee that 
'the Hoover influence is being 
felt. He is credited with having 
had a large hand in the selection 
of Senator George H. Moses, New 
Hampshire, to head the republi- 
can senatorial campaign com- 
mittee. 


Moses was one of the first of 


the senators to declare for Hoo- 
ver's nomination; was very active 
in the general campaign la&c 
year, and as he is a campaigner 
of long experience his friends say 
it was natural that Hooyer 
should turn to him as director of 
the. senatorial campaign. 


A strong believer in coordina- 


tion, the President conceived the 
idea of closer cooperation be- 
tween the national and the sena- 
torial and congressional cam- 
paign committees, and he select- 
ed Charles A. Dawson, a former 
member of congress, to act as 
liaison 
officer 
between these 
three organizations. 


That means the creation_4f 


i tee; that of executive secretary. 
' Dawson will have that job. When 
he first was selected there was' a 
bit of mystery surrounding the 
subject due to a disinclination of 
party leaders to make,any formal 
announcement pending the for- 
mal election of Dr. Work's suc- 
cessor. - 


While the President is likely to 


adopt a neutral attitude in the 
•party primary contests for sen- 
ators .and representatives next 
spring and summer, some of 
those in his counsels look for 
him to throw the weight of his 
influence in certain states where 
republican candidates, especial- 
ly for the senate, find themselves 
in a close fight with the demo- 
crats. 


What particular means he will 


find to accomplish that will de- 
pend upon circumstances during 
the campaign, but undoubtedly 
the means will come to hand, as 
the President naturally is inter- 
ested in maintaining a working 
majority of his party in congress.
